OnE of the most valuable contributions 
to popular knowledge in the country will 
be found in the paper read before the 
American Social Science Association, at 
Saratoga, by Mr. R. P. Porter, of the Chi- 
cago Inter-Ocean, which is published on 
another page of this paper.

Denouncing Robinson. 
[Gath Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer. ] 

SYrRaAcusK, N.Y., September 11.—Thoen arose 
“a young Irish Assemblyman of New York, Tom 
Grady, with a strong, coarse face and boyish 
years.

The changes that time brings to a greatand 
growing city like St. Louis afford a series of 
startling eurprises. Ihe visitor to London and 
Paris of the Old World is struck with the 
thought that he can walk upon so many stecets 
made a thousand years ago, and see so many 
buildings five centuries old. Here in this great 
new city of the great New World one 
is struck by the thought that he can walk upon 
so many streets, not a quarter of a century old. 
and see so many buildings not ten years old 
The changes that occurinthe growing up of a 
city like St. Louis are really marvelous. 

IT SEEMS STRANGE 
that so much capital and so large a popu- 
lation should congregate at a given 
point simply in obedience to the 
regular laws of immigration and commerce. 
It is not unexpected that acity should grow up 
in a day at a gold mine, or on a diamond field. 
It is not surprising that San Francisco, with its 
hundreds of thousands ot inbubitants, and its 
palatial residences, should have sprung up since 
1848. This is not normal growth, but aspasmodic 
display that comes from extraordinary causes. 
Here is a city of half a million -ouls that was a 
trading post a hundred years ago, and avillage 
fifty years ago. Here isa city fifteen miles 
long and five miles wide, the running of which 
will cost $5,455,476 50 for the year endiug 
April, 1880, and which yielded a total revenue 
for city purposes alone, for the year ending 
April, 1879, of $7,176.557 23. Here is a city 
throbbing with a commerce amounting to one 
hundred and fifty millions annually that did 
not have asingle railroadin 1850. Here is a 
city whose sewerage system has cost over $5,- 
600,000 that did not have so much as 
A drain in 1845. If one 
could go back thirty years and see St. Louis, 
what a queer, quaint picture would is be that 
Le now can behold? 
HE WOULD SEE 
no street railroads, no water works, no gas 
works, no railroaddepots, no bridge nor 
would he have ib bridge ten 
years ago)—nothing but common 
fields wcst of Ninth street. He 
would see a cluster of steamboats in the river 
and a row of busy bouses on thelevee. A 
good-sized tewn was ail there was then—nota 
city. All the business was then done between 
Thiid street and the river. It had not been 
long at that time sincg Third street was known

It 
took mere mento buildthe Planters’ House 
than it willtake to build the new Southern 
Hote], for there was a most limiied quantity ol 
machinery used in building then. Two ot the

DAVID NICHOLSON AND JAMES M’DONOUGH, 
the former one of the leading merchants of the 
city, the other chief of **the finest police force 
in the word. Mr. Nicholson afterwards kept 
a little grocery store at the corner of Fifth and 
Walnnt, where the Temple, which he himself 
Duilt, now stands. He prospered in businsss, 
and moved to the northeast eorner of Fonith 
and Walnut, where he made a large part 
of a magnificent fortune. Some 
years azo he built the large 
store just west of the Laciede Hotel, and which 
he now occupies. Ten years atterthe Pianters’ 
House was built Fourth street remained a sort 
of suburban resort. Several residences were 
built along from Chestnut street down to Pop-

the city representing the Collier 
white leu works on the banks of a wide streich 
otwater. It was made whenthe Collier White 
Lead Works were first erected,and before Chou- 
teau’s ond had been encroached upon by the 
city’s growth. At that thne there stood an old 
mill, Choutean’s mill, at the lower end of the 
pond, near where the old Seventh street de- 
pot of the Missouri Pacitic Railroad 
now is. It was abont the first mill put up in 
the city, end at first was run by water power 
obtained from the pond above. It has not been 
a great numberof years since portions of the 
old Cain were still to be seen. Choutean’ 

was first invaded in 1852, when 
Missouri Pacific Ruilroad start- 
west and built 10 trestie-work 
through it.

The most 
wonderful changes ‘are yet to come, just as 
sxreas the most remarkable ones have oc- 
curred in the past fourteen years. St. Louis 
has really grown to be a great city since 
the war. Most of the dnest buildings 
have been put up in the past ten years, and in 
no year has so math building been done as 
will be this year. There ia no reason to believe 
the increase will not ve still greater next year, 


and so on for an indefinite time to come. The 
impetus of growth was never 80 great in St. 
Louis as it is now, and it will become stronger 
and stronger with each successive year, until 
this shall be the London of the New World. 
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PRIVATE LIBRARIES. 


St. Louis Painfully Deficient in 
| Them. 


A Talk with the Librarians of the Mer- 
cantile and Public School on 
the Subject. 


The Private Libraries of St. Louis, was an 
assignment which a Post-DIsPpaTCH reporter 
received as a subject for a special article. He 
immediately congratulated himself upon hav- 
ing such a felicitous subject to write upon. He 
reculled the numerous splendid private libra- 
riesof New York, Philadelphia and Boston. 
Even San Francisco he remembered contained 
some magnificent libraries. He therefore nat 
urally imagined he would find no difficultyin 
discovering at least a dozen collections of 
books owned by private citizens of St. Loats 
worthy of the na re ot library. 

To gain information on so interesting a topie 
the reportorial investigator st out for the two 
pubhe libraries—the Mercantile and the Public 
Schoolwhere he concluded infermation eould 
easily be had. 

Mr. Dyer, the courteous librarian of the 
Mercantile Library, was first found, and brim- 
ful of his subject the reporter broached it to 
that gentleman. The latter, however, did not 
atall appear to be so enthusiastic as the 
porter, spirits soon becaine damp- 
cned, 

Said Mr. Dyer, witha doleful shake the 
head as if lamentingthe fact and inwardly 
shedding tears of regret, ‘‘I reaily don't know 
ol any private libraries that can so called 
alongside of those of Philadelphia and New 
York, Several ot our citizens, itis true, have 
some very fine collections of books, but 
to private libraries of any magaitude there 
are none that I am aware of, Arch- 
bishop Kenrick has a very fine and large col- 
lection of books. So has Mr. Charles P. Chou- 
teau, whose collection also embraces pooka 
cont-üninę very fine and old prints and en- 
Cravings. But as to private libraries I really 
cannot mention any. 

The reportorial ardor became considerably 
abated. Perhaps there were no private libra- 
afterall. There was, however, one mora 
chance for information on this now 
somewhat doubtful point, and that was 
at the Pablic School Library. Thitherward 
the reporter,who, although a bi’liomaniae pro 
tem. and ‘‘sicklied o’er with the pale cast of 
thought,’’ was also in training for the journal 
istic feat of prestipoditation this evening, 
wended Lis way at a double-quiek gait. 

Mr. Crunden, the Librarian, received the 
seeker after knowledge with his neual affabili- 
ty. Briefly did the reporter explain his mis- 
sion, and anxiously awaited the reply. Mr. 
Crunden meditated. 

‘*Yes,’’ said he, ‘‘severalof ourcitizanshave 
some very fine collections of books, but I can 
not suy that there is any private library of 
great magnitude in the city. 

‘*llow do you account for that?’ 
P.-D. representative. 

Well, you see, this is reaily a young city. It 
is reallv only during the last fifty veurs that St. 
Louis hastaken this onward growth to metro- 
politanism, and we do not find splendid private 
libaries in young cities. Still it is true that some

As Malatesta read these words he turned 
slightly pale. Buthe quickly recovered his 
equanimity. 

Casting a sidelong glance at the house from 
which the arrow seemed to have come, he 
muttered. with a terrible smile: 

‘*That house shall be torn down to-day, 
and on its site I will conetruct a gallery of 
paintings and statuary. It shall be a noble 
edifice, and it willadd to my fame as one of 
the best patrons of the fine arts. As for the 
inmates of the house—why, thes Shall be at- 
tended to this very morning. 

The procession entered the Court house, 
where Malatesta immediately descended to 
the gloomy basement of the building.

And Suicides Through the Agency of Mor- 
phine. 


Scenes at the Coroner’s Inquest— The 
Light Woman's History. 


Jennie Riker, alias Bernard, keeper of house 
No. 602 Elm street, grew tired ot the life she 
was leading last evening, and suiciaed through 
the agency of morphine. When the fact of her 
having taken the deadly drug was discovered, 
she was in a comatose condition, 
and all efforts at resuscitation 
Proved of no avail. Deputy Coroner 


O’Neil was informed of the woman’s death 
this morning and visited the house for the pur- 
ose of holding an inquest, accompanied by a 
*°OST-DISPATCH reporter. The scene at the 

house where the tragedy was enacted was asad 
one. Crape was suspended from the door and, 
within, a crowd of women of the 
sume calling as the deceased were assem- 
bled. Some of them were in tears, 
while others eongregated in little groups, and 
with an every day air discussed the dead wo- 
man’s merits and faults as coolly as if she was 
not lying a corpse a few feet away. Inthe 
front parlor all that was mortal of Jennie 
Riker lay in a casket. The face of the poor 
woman was beautitul in death, and was 
cevoid of all trace of the 
life she had led, and at first 
glance she appeared only sleeping. The haif 
dozen paintings thut relieved the bareness of 
the walls were reversed, fand their unadorned 
canvass was in fit keeping with the remainder 
of the surroundings. 

The first witness examined was 

ELLA BARRETT, 

who testified: 

1 reside at No. 602 Elm street, and have known 
deceased for the past two weeks. I came here 
to board two weeks ugo last night. Deceased 

went by the name of Jennie Ber nard, but that 
name was a fictitious one, and 1 do not know 
her real one. She was between eightecn and 
nineteen years old, and came here from Oin- 
cinnati, and I know nothing of her birthplace 

She was the iandlady of this house, 


and I was the only boarder prior 


to last evening, when Miss Lou Lake came. 
Bernard Begley 


made this place his home. 
Jennie occasionally talked about her troubles, 
which were of a financiai nature, but she never 
allowed them to annoy her for any length of 
time, and when not worrying about her debts 
was of a lively, pleasing disposition. Yes:er- 
day morning she remarked that she would 
like to kill herself, or something of 
like nature, but I paid no attention to what she 
said. She was not inthe habit of using mor- 
ph ine or any other opiate, and I never saw 
any like drug about tbe house. About ten 
minutes be tore 7 O clock last night the wash- 
woman Came and her ring at the bell was 
not snswered by Miss Jennie. 
1 run up stairs to notify 
her and found her friend Begley bending over 
hei endeavoring to awaken her. She was ly 
ing on the bed ina stupor, and after several 
awaken her, larrivei 
and I bastened out fora doctor. I found Dr. 
Moore, and he returned witn me. She 
was stil! in u stupor, and the 
doctor fonnd it impossible to administer an 
emetic. Dr. Fitzporter then came and rabved 
her with alcohol and put warm water and hot 
i:ons to her feet, and applied a batiery® but all 
without effect. Dr. McClure and another phv- 
siiiancame also and did what they Could, 
which was nothing, as she died at mid- 
hight. She never gave signs of consciousness, 
end before her death, for an hour or 
matter, ner breathing was scarcely percepti- 
tle. Ilsauw no evidence or truce of morphine 
about the room, but lfound a bit of white pa- 
per which must have contained that drug. I 
questioned the domestics as to whether any ot 
them had purchased poison for her, but they 
all demed hrving done so. 

BERNARD BEGLEY, 
a stcamboatman, who declined to give his res- 
idence, stated that he had kaown the deceased 
for something like eighteen months, and had 
been in her company for the past rive months 
daily. The deccased was a native of New Jer- 
sey. and her real nume was Jennie Riker. She 
had at previous times made four attempts at 
suicice, the last one about two 
months ago. She was in the 
habit of purchasing morphine ata drug stor: 
on the sonthwest corner of Sixth and Market 
sireets,and witness had ordered the proprictor 
not to sell any more to her, and the proprietor 
states that he had obeyed witness instruc-
